This Re- 
pentance of the Thief on the Crof is fo 
compos’d of Extraordinaries, that it can 
give very little Encouragement in ordi- 
nary Cates, except juft thus much, that 
Repentance at Deats ts no abfolute Impoffi- 
bility. 

1. Let us obferve how his Repentance 
look’d to the feveral Parts of Repentance; 
for tho’ ir had but littke Time in this 
World to breath in, yet with extraordi- 
nary Diligence, it was bufy in all the 
great and moft concerning Points. Yet 
Taccount this of the leaft Remark in the 


Hiftory of his Repentance, becaufe it is 
eafily imitable ; thatin which it excell’d 
was the Evidences of Sincerity it car- 
ryd. 

1. Yet take Notice of his Senfe and 
Acknowledement of Sia, which was not 
only a Conteffion of Words, but of his 
very Soul, for deliberating things in a 
Moment, he pronounc’d himfelf worthy 
of the Condemnation and Punifhment 
he endur’d. Iconfefs this is not fo fre- 
quent in thofe who have forfeited their 
Lives to Juftice, but how oft is it rather 
a Formality, than the inward Senfe of 
the Mind fincerely affected? And pof- 
fibly if we look uponthe Outfide of Things 
we can find no great Difference between 
him and others. Yet it is a neceflary 
Part of Repentance, The Sacrifice of God 
is a broken and contrite Heart, 

2. In his Repentance lay a lively Faith 
in Chrift, firft refting upon the Principle 
and Truth of the Thing, that Chriff was 
a juft Perfon, that he had a Kingdom, 
and then a particular Application to him 
for Mercy, Lord, remember me when thou 
comeft into thy Kingdom, 

3. A quick Senfe of Eternity fupply’d 
Vigour to his Repentance, an evident 
Sight of fomething beyond this World.
